During the bitterest days at Valley Torge, if the question “hat are you 
fighting for?" nad been esked of the average, shivering, footsore private in the

Rumors thet are of this nature are best passed on in 
sotto voice and with an air of I'm-not=telling-you-quite-all-I-krow, “it's to hot. © 
This kind generally pins a movement or whatever the thing the rumor is about down 
to a definite date, place, and person involved. These are almost always, Wrongs 
Of course there is the schcol who firmly believe that these rumors «le delibrately 
started at a higher source to befuddle the whole issue. If true, it adds to a 
certain extent a patriotic element to the telling of rumors, as after all, one is 
carrying out the wishes of the powers that be. 

4 third type of rumor is the sporting dog er pointer, this kind could also be 
called the indicated-on-the-surface-unrelated-happenings. This is a particularly 
vicicus type of rumor as, if one discounts wishful thinking, it can be built up 
into a rapidly pyramiding series of facts that totter from point to point hit arr- 
ive at a seemingly perfect and obvious conclusion, for example, a colonel has his 
car washed, mist be an inspection of some kind or another, maybe a general is con- 
ing. What for? A general inspection, but we had one only three months ago. Only

an extremely short time, otherwise the car would get dirty again. 

Another type is the half-over-heard-conversation-rumor. This starts usually 
in bars or mess halls and consists of one person hearing but a few bits of some- 
one elses chatter and drawing his own conclusions and then passing it on as a for=- 
gone conclusion. This method of rumor obtaining is frowned upon by the news tal- 


ented rumor mongers. 
Another novel type of rumor is based upon a bit of unusual army air base folk 


lore. The idea is held by many that the civilian who lives near the base knows 
more about what is going on than is known by those who actually are part of the 
base. Because of this anyone who returns from taking out there laundry, meeting 
their local shack bait, or munching a few mild and bitters in the local pubs and 
is almost certain to leave the latest and the hottest. 

There are numerous other sources of development of rumors but they generally 
do not contribute in either quality or quantity as well as the types mentioned. 

Among the lesser sources falls by far the most vicious type of rumor, that 
is started maliciously, just to see how perverted it will be from its original fora, 
and how long it takes to return to him. : 

Individuals vary a great deal in their reception of rumors. There is the dewy 
eyed idealist who believes everything he hears and acts as much as possible accord- 
ingly. The individual who takes by far the dimmest view possible and considers 
anything that happens better than he expected to be just so much velvet, the person 
who undoubtedly scoffs but mentally retains the rumor and later passes it on as fact. 

The type that in actuality takes everything with a grain of salt but is still 
all ears for the latest and passes it on immediately as the hottest. 

By far the noblest is the person who neither pays any attention to rumors nor 
passes them on. These individuals are to be cherished as they take away at least

Squadron History - May 
ee 


When one tries to lock back over the wrolled expanse of May 1945 and 
gain some sort of perspective, even with June days piling up, it becomes 
impossible. Not only were international events recorded with breathless 
sequence but the problems, the urgencies and the turns of event within the 
Squadron were ragged, wmsettling and exciting. Perhaps, after the whole 
of this business is over, they will settle into their proper places and 


each will have its om importance in relation to the other. 


Just before the first of the month, at a time when the Squadron was thinking 
cf him so intently, Major Gale We Cleven came home. Fe had gone down over 
Munster in Octover, 1543 on his twentieth miss ion, with a tremenduois recerd 
of achievement and glory behind hime And when he want down he took with hin 
the hearts of the Squadron as well. For all,this time he hed janguished behind 
the wires of the German camps and now he came home. A little thinner and e 
little harder but home. 


The men who had known him as their first Commanding O@ficer were satisfied and 
heppye The men who had come after his disappearancs had heard the tales that 
surrounded his legend and when he came back they too were glad end satisfied. 
During the week he was preseut with the Squadron he was a familiar figure 
forever eating his candy and cheerily greeting each and every one, officer and 
enlisted man slike. And then almost as suddenly he departed for the States 
and his home. And the men let him go, carrying with him a silver set, a watch 
and their good wishes. He had brought the Squadron overseas, led them to 
their finest aours, and went home on the day the war ended. The book was 
closed. 


During the first week of May the ships flew on the famed chow-nound nissions 
taking food te the stricken areas of Holland, pelting the deserted eir fields 
with their flour and food and then swinging out over the cities of the countryside 
in low abandon as the people of Holland weved their hands in welcome greetinge 
later in the month the ships began to fly into the interior of Germany and Austria 
to bring back to France and England the liberated prisoners of war. 


The message that the war was officially over cam through the teletype machines 

on the morning of the severth. And beginning at noon of that day and extending 
through te midnight of the eighth the rn were automtically restricted to the base. 
Trhough Monde and Monday night and Tuesday as well the men walked, worked and 
waited for the moment when, by his carefull chosen words, the Prime Minjster 

put an end to the months of working and waiting .. and introduced a new kind of 
wondering and waiting in its place. 


During the month the men continued their furloughs and passes without interruption 


other than the VE Day pause. Towards the end of tie mont: the introduction 
of a military training program necessitated the restriction cf all personnel 


to tue base on Saturday and Sunday in an effort of finish the 
satisfaction of higher headquarters. re ees 
= a 
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The day following the VE announcement was declared a holiday inscfar as 
practicable for the base and most of the departments operated witn a skeleton 
staff. 


Qn the eleventh two full crews were transferred to the Casual Pool of the 
70th Reinforcement Depot en route for homes ... only to have the orders 
revoked before they could gst evena start. However, before the eid of the 
month they managed to clear out and head for home. Among them went Capké&ins 
David C Raiford, Captain Ivan W Champion and Charles J Scott who had been 
associated with the Squadron for a long period of time. 


On the evening of tie eleventh the now-famous and/ox infamous point system 

- as devised by the Army was annourcsd over the American Forces Networke 

In every office, barracks and tent where radios were installed the men 
listened intently as the valuations were given. And as + ey heard that 
each bronze battle star was worth five points towards the eventual discharge 
they respected their four stars more than before. In fact, those battle 
stars made a belated but proud appearance on the chests of those who had 
previously taken them most lightly. After all, five points ..ed 


And wien the smoke of the announcement had cleared away, some fifty men found 
themselves above the critical 85 points ... somes one hundred and eighty five 
within the lunatic fringe ...
